Atlanti c Fact in the UN » While there have been no indications so 
far that the USSR Intends to make a major issue of the Atlantic Pact In 
the UN P as opposed to outside propaganda means, it could nevertheless de- 
rive considerable propaganda advantages therefrom while ^Jing nothing, , 
The USSR could confine itself to citing the Pact, along with other allayed 
aggressive acts, as evidence for backing an omnibus charge that the US and 
uf are plotting an imperialist war. The Kremlin might go further, however 
and introduce a resolution in the SG or GA specifically condemning the Pact 
as a Charter violation,. It could claim that the Atlantic Pact is aggreesi e 
in purpose and thus is a threat against the political independence of other 
Sb in violation of Article 2 ( 4 ) of the Charter. The USSR co^-dals® 
question whether the selection of Pact members follows ^ f 

Criteria as envisaged in Chapter VIII of the Charter and could charge that 
It represents only a step toward the encirclement of the new democracies. 
While P as a practical matter the UN would be certain to reject such contan- 
gos, the USSR might nevertheless win a few propaganda skirmishes and 
shake the resolve of some prospective members.

The USSR may bs willing to accept a Western candidate in order to 
facilitate creation of an international regime and to force, aw g; 
Allied troops, thus paving the way for an eventual Communist coup, Shouli d, 
however s selection of a governor prove impossible despite Soviet -onces 
sions, th© USSR, having played to the hilt ite role of staunch advocate of 
treaty commitments, may attempt to further its "peace offensive ^suggest- 
ing that Trieste be divided between Italy and Tugosi av! a al. °n| zonal lines . 
Although this proposal would not match that made by the US, UK and Frar.ce 
in 1948 $ it ir.ifht prove acceptable to Italy and Yugoslavia* 




Settlement on German dismantling.atallgd. ^Prospects for an early 
agreementorTthe^retention of Industrial plants in Germany are fading as 
a result of disagreement between the US and UK over linking this issue with 
that of prohibited and restricted industries „ The US is unwilling to see 
agreement on the dismantling question by granting concessions on prohibited 
and restricted industries since the latter problem involves basic decisions 
on the future structure of the German economy, the extent and duration 01 
Allied control and the pattern of European recovery.** The need for an 
integrated overall US, UK, French approach to the German problem is con- 
stantly being pointed up by differences on individual problems such as dis- 
mantling and prohibited and restricted industries. 
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v/ Cr itical stage at, G^ya J,o j^ign|grervge * US efforts to extend 
the use of Loran (long range radio navigational aids) m the Northeast 
Atlantic Area beyond the 1 July 1949 deadline have met major obstacles. 

High level approaches ware made by the US to secure French support, but the 
resultant governmental agreement is apparently being ignored by the 
delegation at Geneva; similar approaches to the Scandinavian countries h * e 
produced no results* The continuation of Loran, especially in event of 
emergency large-scale aircraft movements, is of strategic importance to the 
US, and its apparent inability to secure wide support at the ^^rence 
seriously threatens Its position* Moreover, the reported s °viet intention 
to propose that any decision on Loran should be unanimous seems tooffer 
the USSR an excellent opportunity for blocking acceptance of the US plan.

UN "on the spot" in IndonesiarLsage - Caught between continued Dutch 
evasi^^ti^feity Council's 28 January resolution and 
the Republic and its Asiatic supporters, the UN and with it the US is on 
the spot" in the Indonesian case* As the first deadline for rep r g 
"progress" in establishing an interim government passed, the Dutch were stiU 
reeling from a recent cabinet shake-up over Indonesia, while the Republicans 
continued to insist on full implementation of the SC terms prior to open g 
negotiations* If the cabinet changes at The Hague should soften the Dutch 
attitude toward restoration of the Republic, then successful conclusion of 
negotiations between the Dutch-backed Federalists and the Republicans is 
©till possible* An SC decision to "string along" with the holding of the 
all-Indonesian talks, particularly with Republican approval, might succeed 
in putting off the restive Asiatic states* The Republicans, however, may- 
find the plan to retain Dutch troops and the Royal High Commissioner in the 
islands unacceptable, notwithstanding a nominal transfer of sovereignty el 
in advance of the SC timetable* Should the Republicans find the Dut^fc- 
sponsored terms less desirable than those of the present SC resolution, or 
should the Dutch revert to their past intransigeance . the Aslan conferees 
will once again become indignantly vocal* The resultant pressure would 
force the SC to resort to concrete enforcement measures or completely 
feit Asian confidence. 
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
